4. APPROVAL OF MINUTES:  The March 19, 2014 regular meeting Minutes were approved 

on Council Member Keith-Thompson’s motion, Council Member Black’s second on a 9 - 0 

vote.  Council Members Son and Koenig arrived after the vote.

a. Executive Work Group – Chair Holder 

1. The May Work Session agenda was discussed.  The work session will be planned for an 

extended time. 

 

b. Policy and Finance Work Group – Council Member Son reported on the Public Engagement 

process with City PIO to get information from parents with young children.  Plans are to 

invite Paul DiGiuseppe from the Planning & Development Review Department to present 

about the Imagine Austin Plan in May with the intention to vote on recommendations in 

June. 

 

c. Providers Work Group – Council Member Koenig gave an update on work with libraries 

including a connection to AISD libraries about summer programs. 

 



 

 

7. STAFF BRIEFING AND POSSIBLE ACTIONS – Ron Hubbard, Family Health Unit 

Manager 

a. Ron moved from the Early Childhood Coordinator position to the Manager position on 

April 7
th

. The move means that there will be less focus on early childhood items until the 

Coordinator position is filled.  The ECC’s role in choosing the next Coordinator was 

discussed since the position was created at the request of the then Child Care 

Commission in the late 1980’s.  Chair Holder will compose a letter to communicate the 

ECC’s wish to be involved in the choice of the Coordinator and have it for approval at 

the May meeting. 

b. An update was provided about the National League of Cities meeting in Chicago 

attended by Ron, Vice Chair Porter, Council Member Koenig, and Dr. Murillo. 

c. The transition from a seven to eleven member City Council was discussed.  The impact 

on Boards and Commissions is being planned and discussed. 

 

8. SUCCESS BY 6 UPDATE – Sue Carpenter provided an update on the School Readiness 

Plan and Success By 6.
